"I take this method of commending 
to you tho work and object of the Key 
Monument Association of Frederick 
City, Md., which was organized aud 
incorporated last year for tho purpose 
of collecting funds for erecting a suit- 
able monument to his memory and 
thus to redeem the nation from the 
diegraco of over half a century of un- 
grateful neglect.
